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Detox danger? 

Ever-growing popularity of detox diets 
has doctors questioning the regimens

Dioxins. PCBs. Phthalates. Those are the rea- 
sons Randall Hansen and his wife, Katharine, 
embark on an annual detoxification pro- 
gram. 

The Hansens, who live in DeLand, Fla., 
have made a ritual of doing the “Fat Flush 
Plan” at least once a year “to cleanse our 
bodies and help break some bad habits,” 
said Hansen, 48, president of Quintessential 
Careers, a career guidance Web site. 

The regimen, made famous by nutritionist 
Ann Louise Gittleman in a 2001 book, mostly 
targets the liver, which Gittleman believes is 
less able to metabolize fat because of toxins 
absorbed orally or through the skin. Her 
plan includes a menu of about 1,200 calories 
a day, with no alcohol, caffeine, sugar, grains, 
bread, starchy vegetables, dairy products, 
fats or oils (with the exception of flaxseed 
oil). 

She also recommends a “Long Life 
Cocktail” of diluted cranberry juice and 
ground flaxseeds, or a teaspoon of psyllium 
husks, in the morning and evening; and 
a mixture of cranberry juice and water 
throughout the day Gittleman sells a Fat 
Flush kit for $112.50 with herbs and nutrients 
like dandelion root, milk thistle and Oregon 
grape root. 

“It’s horrible when I’m on it— I feel very 
deprived,” said Hansen, who credits the pro- 
gram with helping him lose more than 70 
pounds. “But I always feel better after, and 
I end up dropping about 10 pounds in the 
two weeks— an added bonus on top of the 
detox.” 

The Hansens are among the thousands of 
Americans who regularly “detox” in an effort 
to rid the gastrointestinal system of unsavory 
substances that proponents believe build up 
and can cause allergies, exhaustion and cer- 
tain cancers. 

But many Western doctors question the 
legitimacy of the regimens and their claims 
of promoting good health, believing detoxi- 
fication does little to no good, and is possibly 
harmful. 

“It is the opinion of mainstream and state- 
of-the-art medicine and physiology that these 
claims are not only ludicrous but tantamount 
to fraud,” said Dr. Peter Pressman, an inter- 
nist with the Naval Hospital in Jacksonville, 
Fla., and a critic of detoxification. “The con- 
tents of what ends up being consumed during

a ‘detox’ are essentially stimulants, laxatives 
and diuretics.” 

But detoxification is enormously popular, 
according to SPINS, a market research and 
consulting firm based in Schaumburg that 
caters to the natural and organic products 
industry 

Sales of herbal formulas for cleansing, 
detoxification and organ support among nat- 
ural food retailers were more than $27 million 
from Dec. 2, 2007, to Nov 29, 2008. 


A survey by Chicago-based Mintel 
International found that 54 food and drink 
products were launched in 2008 with the 
word “detox” in their descriptions— up from 
15 in 2003. 

New York-based fitness trainer David 
Kirsch’s products include “LemonAid 48 
Hour Detox Diet,” which consists of lemon, 
purified water, maple syrup and cayenne pep- 
per. A 32-ounce bottle of his “one of a kind 
supplement” costs $24.99 on his Web site.

Women becoming more 
dependent on alcohol— and 
their bodies can’t handle it

Blame it on the alcopops— fruity malt beverages such as Mike^s Hard Lemonade and Smirnoff Ice 
Or blame it on TV, where “Gossip Girl” has repopularized the martini, “Sex and the Git/’ put the 
pink cosmo on the map and the drumbeat of Bacardi mojito ads gets even the elitist girls on the 
dance floor. Whatever the reason, the gender gap in alcoholism is closing. 


Party’s over, ladies: Women have shown “substantial” 
increases in drinking, and their alcohol dependence 
has “about doubled” over the last decade, Washington 
University professor Rick Grucza has found. Men, 
meanwhile, have been more or less steady in their levels 
of alcohol dependence, 

Grucza, who studied alcohol surveys from the ’90s and 
early this decade, says acculturation— when minority 
groups adopt behaviors of the dominant culture — may be 
the reason for the gradual increase in alcoholism among 
women over the last several years. 

Men set the drinking bar, and women started following 
their lead after World War II, when women started 
assuming “a lot of the roles that men previously assumed 
or those roles were more open to them,” said Grucza, 
who published his study in May 

Increases in drinking rates were particularly notable 
among white and Hispanic women, Grucza said. 
Though it has become more socially acceptable to 
try to match a man shot for shot, a woman’s body just 
can’t keep up. Female drinkers are more likely to suffer 
from liver and brain damage and osteoporosis than 
men drinking the same amounts of alcohol, addiction 
experts say, 

“Women do not have the body mass to manage alcohol 
at the same levels that a man does,” said JiH Wiedemann- 
West, chief operating officer for clinical and recovery 
services at Hazelden, which has an alcohol and drug 
treatment facility in the Gold Coast, 

Asked if she can outdrink her husband, Jeff, Stacy Rose 
of Manteno, about 40 miles south of the Loop, laughed 
and responded, “Oh, God, no,” 


Rose, a non-heavy drinker who describes herself as 
“very tiny,” says she’s moved past her Bud Light phase 
and now prefers a glass or two of pinot noir. But she’s 
noticed that stress from work and home seem to fuel 
increased drinking habits in her group of thirtysomething 
mommies. 

Meanwhile, Rose said, her twentysomething friends 
and co-workers seem to gravitate toward their trendier 
cocktails, shots and hard liquor, 

“Martinis seem to be real big with my younger friends, 
the whole 'Sex and the Cit^-type thing,” said Rose, 30, 
“Making it a lot {more] glamorous just makes people 
want to do it more,” 

Like Rose’s friends, more women seem to be under the 
influence of liquor marketing, David Jernigan, former 
executive director of the now-defunct Center on Alcohol 
Marketing and %uth at Georgetown University, said the 
number of cable TV ads for distilled spirits has grown 
from 1,973 ads in 2001 to 62,776 ads in 2007, 

These ads have helped propel the popularity of 
alcopops— known as “beer with training wheels”— that 
tend to target young female drinkers, Jernigan said. Since 
2001, women have been shifting their focus from beer 
to these distilled spirits, such as Seagrams coolers and 
Lynchburg Lemonade, which typically have a higher 
percentage of alcohol than beer (the male drink of choice 
for years), Jernigan said, 

“It’s just not credible that a guy is going to order a 
strawberry vodka,” said Jernigan, an associate professor at 
the Johns Hopkins Bloomberg School of Public Health, 
Amber Williams, 28, of Matteson agrees and said she’s 
more apt to drink a fruity cocktail than a beer. Even so.

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Williams said she prefers red wine when she gathers with 
seven to lo of her girlfriends once a month for ladies night 
at TG,L Friday’s or another location, 

“I could definitely say probably in my college years, my 
younger years, I was drinking more and experimenting more, 
and as I got older I found an acquired taste for wine or more 
subtle things,” Williams said, “From what I can see, most of 
the ladies I know stick to wine as opposed to harder drinks 
like vodka or Hennessy” 

But even wine should be approached with caution: While 
it seems more sophisticated, it is no less potent. One 5-ounce 
glass of wine has the same amount of alcohol as one 12-ounce 
beer and as a 1,5-ounce shot of liquor, according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, 

Even tougher to swallow are U,S dietary guidelines, which 
say women shouldn’t drink more than one alcoholic drink 
a day while men shouldn’t consume more than two drinks 
daily 

Women have less water content in their bodies than 
men to dilute the alcohol, Wiedemann-West said 
The alcohol that women drink also is more likely 
to be absorbed by fatty tissues and organs such 
as the liver and brain because they produce 
fewer enzymes in their stomachs to help break 
down the alcohol molecule, 

“Drinking affects females at a much higher 
rate and a much deeper level than it does males,” 
Wiedemann-West said, “I think it’s been a lot more 
socially acceptable for males to have that sort of social 
and collegial drinking behavior than it has been for women. 
But I think it has become a lot more comfortable in female 
ranks,” tswartz@tribune,com

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SAVING SPOTS MAY 
BE TRADITION, BUT CITY 
OFFICIALS WANT IT GONE

'You spent hours clearing a car-shaped hole 
out of ice and snow, and you still have the sore 
back to prove it. So what’s so wrong about 
protecting that spot, earned through pain and 
sweat, with a household item or two? 

Plenty, Chicago officials said Thursday, 
wagging their fingers and shouting a stern 
“no fair” to the time-honored tradition of 
dibs. Citing a rare run of snowless weather 
for the city, the Department of Streets and 
Sanitation asked residents to remove the 
myriad folding chairs, orange cones, beer 
kegs and garden gnomes that have held sentry 
over that precious patch of cleared asphalt in 
recent weeks. 

The practice technically is against the law 
because it’s an obstruction of the public way, 
said Streets and Sanitation spokesman Matt 
Smith. But the department uses common 
sense in allowing the informal justice of dibs 
to hold sway in the side streets for a few days 
after major snowstorms. 

“'We try to be tolerant with people putting 
out what we call street furniture or space- 
savers. 'We see this every year,” Smith said. 
“'When we have a heavy snow, we’re busy with 
other things. There are bigger fish to fry in 
terms of snow-clearing operations. 

“But after awhile, when we see stuff on the 
street, we put out the word to get rid of it.” 

Typically the dibs-claimer in question does 
not receive a fine. Smith said. But once the 
command goes out that dibs time is over, city 
crews will move place-holder items and some- 
times trash them. 

Perhaps because this winter has been 


harsher than normal, the admonishments to 
end the current dibs period have been partic- 
ularly icy On 'Wednesday Aid. Richard Mell 
(33rd) sent a letter that scolded residents in 
his ward who stepped outside the acceptable 
bounds of dibs-claiming. 

‘A disturbing trend has been observed 
regarding this practice,” Mell wrote in the 


e-mail alert. “It has been reported to our 
office that many parking markers are being 
put out prior to snowfalls, during snowfalls of 
little consequence and remain out long after a 
particular snowfall has melted.” 

As an alternative, Mell suggests that neigh- 
bors organize “a shoveling party” to clear the 
block of curbside snow in one fell swoop. 


Smith agreed, saying the brief reprieve 
from freezing weather forecast for Chicago 
on Friday offers a golden opportunity for 
neighbors to work together against the 
weather, rather than resorting to every shov- 
eler for himself 

“The best way around all of this is to be 
good neighbors,” Smith said. 


G-Rod says Impeachment trial is a sham’

What do those hanging 
sneakers symbolize? 


In the shadows of “E’ tracks, near the netless 
basketball hoops, the sneakers hang on electri- 
cal wires, their laces tied together. 

Urban legend has it that this shoe-flinging, 
“shoefiti” as some Web sites have dubbed it, has 
meaning on the city streets. The shoes mark 
the location of drug sales. They came from a 
gang marking its territory They are a rebuff to 
the shoes’ owner, meant to bully or taunt. 

Others believe that whatever meaning the 
shoes once had, it’s gone now. It’s just some- 
thing kids do for fun. 

“They grab them, tie them up and throw 
them,” said Julio Diaz, 34, as high-tops dangled 
over his head in Humboldt Park. 

Whatever the case, city officials say the shoes 
are an eyesore, a safety hazard and a potential 
contributor to crime. 

“It might appear to be a juvenile prank, but 
it’s not,” said Matt Smith, spokesman for the 
Chicago Department of Streets and Sanitation. 


“My experience is that it’s somehow announc- 
ing the availability of drugs, not something we 
think should be out there.” 

Smith said his department works with the 
Chicago police to take down the shoes, acting 
on complaints referred from the city’s 311 help 
line. 

The city had 1,200 requests last year to 
remove gym shoes, balloons and other objects 
from wires, down from just over 3,000 in 2007, 
said Phillip Hampton, director of 311 services. 

Hampton’s numbers suggest shoe hanging 
has declined in recent years, and other observ- 
ers agree. 

“We haven’t seen a lot of this,” said Chicago 
Police spokeswoman Monique Bond. “It’s 
something that has been seen in the past. It 
was termed ‘old school.’ ” 

Tio Hardiman, director of mediation servic- 
es at CeaseFire, an anti-violence group, said the 
practice was popular in Chicago in the 1970s. 


Mayor Daley blamed the state 
Thursday for his decision to close 
four of the city’s 12 outpatient men- 
tal health centers. 

The Tribune first reported that 
Daley’s health commissioner cited 
the loss of $1.2 million in state fund- 
ing in ordering the Feb. i closures. 
Public health advocates have blasted 
the move as unnecessary, but Daley 
said it wasn’t his fault. 

“We didn’t cut. It was the state of 
Illinois that didn’t fund us,” Daley 
said. “See, you’ve got the facts wrong. 
The state of Illinois funds those 
centers. We did not cut. They have 
cut state mental health facilities all 
over the state. That is state money 
Underline that. S-A-T-E {sic] money 
It’s called state money Let’s get the 
facts. These facts are not correct, so 
you have to correct people.” 

The mental health centers receive 
about $13 million in funding annu- 
ally, with $7 million coming from 
the state. 

Asked what can be done about the 
situation, Daley said, “Well, we don’t 
know It’s very, very difficult.”

Daley commented on the drunken- 
driving arrest Wednesday of Aid. 
Sharon Denise Dixon (24th). Dixon, 
a City Council rookie, has denied 
that she was drunk. He said the 
arrest does not reflect negatively 
on politicians. “No, it’s people, not 
just public officials. It’s people. I 
don’t know how many people are 
arrested for that maybe in one day, 
but it’s a very serious thing.” 


November bank robbery suspect arrested 


A 23-year-old Rogers Park man was arrested 
and charged with robbing a Northwest Side 
bank in November, authorities announced 
Thursday 

Bogdan Lungu of the 1000 block of West 
Pratt Boulevard was arrested last week after 
being charged with the Nov 17 robbery of 
a Chase Bank branch at 5813 N. Milwaukee 
Ave., the FBI said in a news release. 


Lungu walked into the bank around noon 
that day and handed a teller a note, announc- 
ing a robbery and demanding money, accord- 
ing to the FBI. 

After getting about $5,000, he fled onto 
Milwaukee Avenue where he became lost in 
the crowd. No injuries were reported. 

Lungu already was being held in Cook 
Countyjail on unrelated charges when he was

Ricketts family is 
top Cubs bidder

The Cubs and their storied legacy of losing 
are set to change hands, with the billionaire 
Ricketts family emerging as the favored bidder 
to buy the team from Tribune Co. for a land- 
mark price of $900 million. 

The family, which has Chicago connections 
but made its fortune building a discount stock 
brokerage in Omaha, confirmed Thursday 
night that it has been selected by Tribune Co. 
to begin exclusive negotiations to buy the team, 
Wrigley Field and a 25 percent stake in Comcast 
SportsNet, a regional cable network. 

Sources put the value of the bid at about 
$900 million. That works out to $9 million for 
each season since the team’s last World Series 
title in 1908. 

“My family and I are Cubs fans,” said Tom 
Ricketts, the family’s point person in the Cubs 
purchase. “We share the goal of Cubs fans 
everywhere to win a World Series and build 
the consistent championship tradition that 
the fans deserve.” 

Tribune Co.’s selection of the Ricketts’ bid 
culminates a nearly two-year auction process 
that was complicated by the global financial 
crisis and, more recently, the media company’s 
bankruptcy filing. But the deal isn’t sealed yet. 

The family will have to hammer out a final 
agreement with Tribune Co. and secure financ- 
ing amid the worst credit markets since the 
Depression. Once a contract is inked, the deal 
must be approved by 23 of baseball’s 30 owners. 
Cubs officials have said they hope to have the 
new owners in place by the start of the season 
in April. 

The sale of the Cubs would represent a 
return to family ownership. Before Tribune Co. 
bought the team in 1981, the Wrigley family, 
founders of the chewing-gum company, owned 
the Cubs for 65 years. The Wrigleys sold the 
team to Tribune Co., which owns the Chicago 


Tribune, for $20.5 million. 

At Harry Cara/s restaurant, fans talked 
about the potential sale Thursday with a mix of 
emotions. Lindsay O’Connell, 22, said the sale 
worries her a bit “because fans have become 
accustomed to the organization being run by 
the Tribune.” 

“Lately more money has been put into the 
team,” she said. “Hopefully the new owners will 
follow that lead and keep the same traditions.” 

Brian Baker, 32, said he’s deeply attached to 
Wrigley He doesn’t care if “bricks fall on his 
head” at games; he just does not want the sta- 
dium torn down and rebuilt. 

The Ricketts family is hardly as well known 
as any of the current owners of the city’s major 
professional sports franchises. But that certain- 
ly would change quickly for the new custodians 


of one of the country’s best-known teams, most 
historic stadiums and longest-running champi- 
onship droughts. 

Despite the fact that the team draws more 
than 3 million fans, Wrigley is an aging facility 
in need of hundreds of millions of dollars of 
renovations. An ailing economy also is putting 
pressure on ticket prices and corporate spon- 
sorship, raising questions about how the new 
owners will make the expensive deal pay off 

The Ricketts family has deep resources and 
fought off interest in the team from a bevy of 
well-heeled suitors, including Mark Cuban, the 
billionaire owner of the Dallas Mavericks bas- 
ketball team. In the final round, the Ricketts 
family edged out Chicago real estate investor 
Hersch Klaff and New York private-equity 
investor Marc Utay a Chicago native, for the

chance to become the ninth owner of the Cubs. 

The family’s pursuit of the Cubs was led by Tom Ricketts, 
43, the second-oldest son of J. Joe Ricketts, who founded 
what became the Internet trading powerhouse known as TD 
Ameri trade Holding Corp. Joe Ricketts has an estimated net 
worth of $1.2 billion, according to Forbes. Shares of the company 
also are owned by his wife and four children, including Tom, who 
started an investment bank in Chicago. 

According to a highly placed MLB source. Commissioner Bud 
Selig hasn’t met with the Ricketts group, but Selig didn’t view 
that as an obstacle to the sale. 

“From everything we know, the Ricketts are great people and 
should be a fine group to run one of our cornerstone franchises,” 
the source said. 

Tribune Co. put the Cubs up for sale in April 2007, upon 
announcing that it would go private in a debt-laden $8.2 billion 
transaction led by Chicago real estate financier Sam Zell. The 
deal is needed to pay down debt. 


What’s next 
for Wrigley? 

When Tribune Co. bought the 
last-place Cubs and Wrigley 
Field for $21.1 million in 1981, the 
ballpark was antiquated and in a 
rundown neighborhood where 
fans sometimes were allowed to 
enter the bleachers free in the 
late innings. 

It was a simpler time, when 
the Cubs were still a local 
phenomenon and Wrigley was 
just a half-empty ballpark. 

But change is on the horizon. 
The Ricketts family soon may be 
running a division-winning team 
with a $140 million payroll and a 
ballpark that has been renovated 
and upgraded over the years. 

Landmark ordinances will 
prohibit too many changes to 
Wrigley, but fans should expect 
some kind of face-lift in the 
coming years. 

The year 2014 is the 100th 
anniversary of Wrigley, a season 
that will be celebrated no matter 
who the owner is. Last March at 
Spring Training, Cubs Chairman 
Kenney outlined a plan that would 
update concessions and restrooms 
and bring in new revenue. 

Among the biggest projects is 
the “triangle” building that would 
be just west of the park. The 
Cubs have planned on building 
restaurants, a Hall of Fame and 
workout facilities for players. 

“Our mezzanine suites, we 
don’t even call them luxury 
suites anymore because they’re 
neither luxury, nor suites. We call 
them skyboxes,” Kenney said last 
spring. “The washrooms? We all 
know the washroom situation is 
unacceptable. The concession, 
the quality of the food-we rank 
at the bottom.” tribune

Gunshy frontman Matt Arbogast is ready to share 
his workload with other members of his band. 

Arbogast, who started the group with a rotating 
cast of players in 2002, has only recently embraced 
the idea of being in a full-on band, filling out the 
group’s roster with permanent players for the first 
time in its existence. 

“I liked having that much con- 
trol, but I’m excited to share the 
creative process,” said the singer, 
reached just before a mid-January 
rehearsal with bandmates Kevin 
Ware (bass), Jonathan Poole (gui- 
tar) and Matt Evert (drums). “I’m 
over it just being me. I’m over 
all the attention. I’m over being the sole source of 
creative input. I’ve always wanted this band to be a 
much louder thing.” 

This is just one of a number of New Tear’s resolu- 
tions Arbogast appears to have embraced. He also 
talks about writing simpler songs and of trying to 
do more with his voice— a rusty, Tom Waits-ish 
instrument that calls to mind busted machinery 
In a sense, the singer is ready to stretch his musi-

cal boundaries, saying, “I want to see what I can do 
with this.” 

Arbogast felt compelled to shake things up fol- 
lowing the two draining years he spent writing and 
recording the 2007 album “There’s No Love in this 
War.” 

“That record was incredibly personal and elabo- 
rate, and it took a lot out of me,” he said. 

Not that the material he has 
written since has been any less 
intimate. A stopgap EP, “I Gave 
Too Much Time to the Wine,” 
released late in 2008, found the 
singer examining the past decade 
of his life, reflecting on “how we 
develop into the adults we didn’t 
think we’d become.” 

And while music hasn’t exactly been a lifelong pur- 
suit for the 29 -year-old, writing certainly has. On a 
recent trip home, the Pennsylvania native uncovered 
a box filled with poems and stories he penned as a 
child. 

“I always knew I wanted to write,” he said. 
“Once I picked up a guitar, I learned I could use it 
to translate those feelings. It just felt right.”

If your band performs songs with 
names like “Eire Lances of the Ancient 
Hyperzephyrians” and “How Heavy This 
Axe,” you had better have a name that can 
back up their bombast. 

Something like: The Sword. 

Not just ‘A Sword.” The Sword. 

“No one’s been in a band called ‘The 
Sword’ before,” guitarist Kyle Shutt said. 
“So many bands have, like, eight syllable 
names. The Sword. It just looks good.” 

The Sword formed in the music-friendly 
town of Austin, Texas, four years ago; they 
quickly secured a following and a spot at 
South By Southwest in 2005. Since that 
time, they’ve released two albums, includ- 
ing this year’s “Gods of Earth.” And most 
impressively, they’ve secured a spot open- 
ing for Metallica through May, a gig that 
leaves time for them to make stops at 
smaller venues on their off days. 

The Sword’s sound is riff-heavy, dark and 
big, the vein of Black Sabbath. Lyrics are 


conjured by vocalist and band founder J.D. 
Cronise, who draws heavily on Nordic and 
Germanic mythology But that Sabbath 
comparison cuts both ways for band mem- 
bers. 

“I hate it when bands get pigeonholed 
like that. But everybody does it. It’s like 
you can’t talk about any band unless you 
talk about how they sort of sound like 
another band,” Shutt said. “You just stop 
listening to it after awhile because people 
are like, ‘Man, you guys must just listen to 
Sabbath all daylong.’ It’s like, ‘Teah, maybe 
10 years ago.’ ” 

Heavy leanings aside, it was the band’s 
more straightforward guitar rock that 
landed them a track on “Guitar Hero II.” 
The track “Ereya,” off the band’s debut, 
‘Age of Winters,” was selected out of sev- 
eral the band had submitted to the game 
developers. 

“I played {the game] once. It’s a lot eas- 
ier to play on the guitar,” Shutt said with 
a laugh. “The part that got me is at the 
end of the song in the game. There’s this 
whole other part that’s not in our song. So 
I always wonder if people see us live and 
are like, ‘Man why didn’t they play that 
part at the end?”’

Kevin Grevioux has a lot to fit on his business card. 

The deep-voiced, South Side native is a comic-book writer, screen- 
writer and actor— all of which came in handy for his work on the 
“Underworld” movie franchise. Grevioux penned the screenplays for 
the vampire versus werewolf sci-fi epics, writing himself a role as Raze, 
the right-hand man for Lycan leader Lucien. 

For “Underworld: Rise of the Lycans,” the prequel in theaters Friday, 
Grevioux again dons fur as Raze in a movie he describes as “Spartacus 
with werewolves.” RedEye recently chatted with him. 

'^Underworld” is about a vampire/werewolf war. Where did this story come 
from? 

Dimension Films wanted to do a werewolf movie after the success of 
“Blade.” So I said, what if we do like a “Romeo andjuliet”-type love 
story ... {with] werewolves on one side and vampires on the other and 
make it a surrealistic interracial love story against the backdrop of 
a centuries old race war between the two. {Director Len Wiseman] 
didn’t even look at me. He was just sort of silent and crossed his arms 
and was like “Dude, is this going to work?” I said, “Just hear me out,” 
so I basically beat out a story The rest is history 

Who do you think would win in a fair fight between vampires and were- 
wolves? 

A Lycan. When I originally wrote “Underworld,” it would have taken 
two vampires to take down one Lycan. It’s just that there might have 
been more vampires, so it kind of evened out.

Do you think America is ready for a black 
werewolf? 

Well, I’ve been around for like, what, six years? So I guess so!

You wrote a role for yourself as a werewolf. How did that work out? Usually 
only Woody Allen gets to write himself into movies. 

It’s fortunate that I have the talent to write so I can put myself into 
my own films. And it’s worked out great. People know me more for 
my role as Raze than they do me having created the franchise, but I 
think that’s good. 

How do you prepare for a role as a werewolf? Watch a lot of old horror mov- 
ies? Grow out a beard? 

You know, {co-star} Michael Sheen actually read books on wolves. 
With me, I didn’t go that far. I just basically created my own mythos 
for the character Raze. It’s not like I’m doing a lot of growling or 
anything.

Outlandishly dull 


Norwegians in 709 A.D. are getting along 
just fine— aside from constant, savage sword 
fights, of course— until a spaceship crashes 
and the lone survivor, Kainan (Jim Caviezel), 
explains that he’s accidentally brought with 
him aliens called Moorwen. After some 
initial (and understandable) disbelief, the 
Vikings join up with Kainan to take down 
the massive, fast-moving creatures. 

The buzz: “Outlander” apparently took 
13 years, 5 producers and a rotating slate of 
cast members and locations to finally make 
it to the big screen, which is a long journey 
for something that seems like a relatively 
basic low-budget sci-fi flick. The added 


bit of intrigue is the story’s similarity to 
“Beowulf”— with, you know, the addition of 
aliens. 

The verdict: Tbu’d think mythological 
dragon hunting would be a B-movie slam 
dunk, but not when it’s executed with so 
little ingenuity or zest. “Outlander” could 
have been a serious, scary action pic or an 
over-the-top cult classic. Instead, it’s just 
a straightforward, dully average monster 
movie— with the requisite ickiness but with- 
out the fun. Ton’ll care less about who gets 
slashed and/or chewed to pieces than about 
several of the Vikings’ stylish beard pigtails.
